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1« Flcrion SVODODA and Franz GIlkiTL, Soviet radio agents, were captured 
by the Gomans after having parachuted Into Austria on 20 February iplig. S7Q- 
BODA, cover nano KRON, wa s bora 12 November 1915 in Vienna. Bo was a type-eettar 
by profession, German citizen with the rank of Lieutenant in the German Amy. . 

His parents sore Florian and Aurelia, last known to be living at KXopstoolqgasae 
29, Vienna 17. Florlan SVOBODA was captured by the Russians at Stalingrad on 
31 January 19U3* Following Ms capture he attended an ANTIFA School in Xraeno~ 
gorsk tmt.ll 5 Decanter IpiJi. At the school he tbb approached by a Soviet Colonel 
and Lt. Colonel to undertake a mission in Austria with Franz GINSTL as his radio 
operator. 

2. Frans GINSTL, cover name B3G, was bora 6 October 1915 at Chr istie! n dl 
near Steyr. Be was the illegitimate eon of Friedrich TIOLTER add Anna UIBSTL. 

He was working as a private tutor when he was drafted Into tho Austrian Amy, 

U» German Any. Be was captured by the Russians at Stalingrad on 31 Janu- 
ary 19143. Both GINSTL and SVOBODA^SHf 1st Lta. at the tine of their capture, 
GINSTL In the 2l*3rd Assault Gun Unit and SVOBODA in the 767th Infantry Regiment. 



3. GINSTL also attended the AN UFA School in Kraaaogorsk. The school was 
directed by a Red A ray 1st Lt. PABFOIMOrV. The teachers for the Austrian prisoners 
attending the school were FISCHER, fnu, from Graz, Peter 1CTEC from Vienna, and 
FINK, ihu, from Vienna. GINSTL woe also approached by a Red Any officer at Kras- 
nogorak regarding a mission to Austria* He was given no opportunity to refuse. 

lu Although both GINSTL and 5V0B0H1 were at the camp at Krasnogorak, they 
did not wet until they were taken to Saltlakpvkala, about 30 ka. east of Moscow. 
GINSTL also received radio training at the latter location. SVODODA was the captain 
of the team and GINSTL the radio operator. Eaey were ordered to transmit by radio 
information on vehicle identification, troop movements by rail and vehicle through 
Vienna, all information on the preparations for the defense of Vienna, morale of 
the population. The team was to have been dropped at Footling, northwest of St. 
Foelten but the jusqp actually occurred at St. Sgyden instead of TToebling on 
Hi February 

5. GINSTL and SVOBODA were separated at the jump since GINSTL’e parachute 
caught in the top of a tree and he had difficulty extricating himself. They 
bad previously agreed to meet in Vienna and did so on 17 February 1 9h$* SVODODA 
went to the address of his sister-in-law, Anna HITTBil, Nictzschoplatz No. 2, 

Vienna 15, wtere GINSTL met him. GINSTL returned to St. Sgyden to retrieve his 
radio set and the Germans arrested him on the spot whore he had buried the set. 
SVOBODA was picked up at his sis ten-in-law's residence. 

6. SANI TIER’S group determined that GINSTL and SVOBODA had bean dispatched 
to obtain military information and a play-bock operation was instituted with the 
team. 
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7. Besides the teachers named above in the coup, JNSTL also identified a 
group which was concerned with the "Free Germany 0 movement. They were: 1st. Lt. 

REIHEE; Dr. Y70LFF, an emigrant from Stuttgart; Major BERG; Captain STOLZ; 1st 
Lt. HUBER; Lt. LOHMAIDT. (It is believed that the latter were all Belchadeutochc ) . 
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
